Relating to Claim 1: 

In comeback to Applicant's allegation that Lyer doesn't teach, "measuring real-time 
traffic flow criteria associated with one or more base stations; setting a number of base stations 
that can be considered hand-off base stations," it is noted that the Examiner respectfully 
emphasize that the cited art, is legally efficient for the purpose of rendering claim unpatentable. 
In particular, Lyer supports the assertion as, that the handoff to a best base-station, is based on 
capability of the base station, which can certainly read on the claimed invention (Please perceive, 
Col.4; 47-Col.5; 5, Col6; 32-48 and Col.3; 46-54), at the same time as in support; "the examiner 
must give the broadest reasonable interpretation to all claims presented." As stated in MPEP § 
2111-§2111.01. Hence, it is believed that Lyer patent still includes the claimed limitations. 

The above arguments also recites for the claims 11, 16-17, 19-20, 28, 33-34, 36-37, 41, 
43-44, 46, consequently the response is the same explanation as set forth above with regard to 
claim 1. 

Because the remaining claims depend directly/indirectly, from one of the independent 
claims discussed above, consequently the response is the same explanation as set forth above. 

With the intention of that explanation, it is believed and as enlighten above, the refutation 
are sustained.
